Progress is slow and unsure at first, but with the 
miracle of Inquisitive intellect and guiding hand of 
mature wisdom, he mokes his way, And os piece after 
piece falls into place, understanding replaces bewilder¬ 
ment and achievement builds confidence. 

Graduation does not, in itself, mean the mastery of 
the puzzle but rather the realization that the pattern 
that student has created for himself is nat really an 
entity unto itself but one part of o huge panorama. 
His challenge begins anew but now his purpose is clear. 
Equipped with knowledge, ability, discipline, ond self 
assurance, he can complete puzzle upon puzzle building 
personal satisfaction and contributing to the society of 
which he is a part.
